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THE HIGHER LAW DOCTRINE. 


The Higher Law doctrine which Mr. Sew- 
ard announced hi a phrnse was little under- 
stood by the people, and fearfully distorted, 
and magnified by the political leaders. But 
one thing alt could see, and that was that 
it meant uu unrelenting ami bitter war upon 
•slavery. Nobody, except the luuullu! of 
abolitionists who exerted little real influence 
in our polities at any time, was in favor of 
the abolishment of slavery iu the States, and 
while Mr. Seward's political friends scarcely 
apologized for his hold utterances in favor 
of the higher law, his enemies uot only de- 
nounced him, but said rn unmistakable lan- 
guage : '-When bis friends declare that it ia 
not the purpose of the Republican party to 
attack slavery iu the States they are neither 
ingenious uor'trutlil'ul. When they avow an 
attachment to the constitution, ami that they 
will maintain it, they deceive themselves 
aud mislead I he public, unless they abandon 
ami disavow the leadership of Mr. J Seward. 
He is so constituted, has such feeble itud 
meagre perceptions of the higher qualities 
and duties of a statewmjin, that he will never

at Albany .Mr. Seward at once resumed tbe 
practice of his profession at Auburn. Uur- 
itiLi the next six years he gave all his 
thoughts and time to his dutie.s as an advo- 
cate.

His I ' V U K K U AS A SENATOR. 


In ^farcli, 1S41,', Mr. Seward was elected 


to the Semite, of the United Slates, aud from 
that time liis career became* natioual. On 
the meeting of (.'ongi'i'ss; iu lleeeiobor fol- 
lowing. the Southeni memborj*. apprehend- 
iiiij tlie adoption of an anti-dlavery poliey, 
took ground in opposition to Ueneral Tay-

mostlv supported it. Seward at ouee exhi- 
bited ail the lH>lduerts and zeal which had 
ever (.'htiractemed hi* conduct against shi- 
verv, and openly and -warmly declared that 
he would make no further concessions to 
the slave power. In return he was bitterly 
and vehemently denounced as a seditious 
person ami dangerous agitator.

MR. SEWARD IS TflE STATE DEFARTSIIOT. 
During the eotire administration of Abra- 


ham Lincoln Sir. Seward was to Lincoln 
what Boliugbioke was to Queen Anne or 
William Pitt 
to the feeble George III. 


He wielded all the influence aud attributes 
of a Prime Minister, and the story about 
tbe "little bell" bad in it a sober truth which 
reveals the great power of his office in such 
huTids at such a time. His management of 
the State portfolio, during a perioti of un- 
precedented peril ami difficulty, ia univer- 
sally allowed to have been marked by the 
most transcendent ability ami consummate, 
diplomatic talent. It was bis duty to pre- 
serve relations of amity between bis" Govern- 
ment and those of foreign Powers, and that, 
too, 
at a time when many European nations 


were diligent in their attempts to provoke 
international 
misunderstandings 
which 


should lead to open war. 
How to preserre 


a conciliatory line of conduct which should 
yet not degenernte iiito servility, but should 
be tirm and dignified, was a problem which. 
considering the facts of tbe case, was as diffi- 
cult to solve as any that ever before puzzled 
the brain of ft diplomat. 
And our foreign 
relations needed for their sncoessful maii- 


i ageuient, moderation, good temper, keen- 


ness and marvelous mastery of the princi- 
ples of international law, 'These Mr. Se- 
ward supplied in »n eminent degree, and, 
though ne did not escape criticism even 
rranihis friends, his course was, in the main, 
satisfactory, preserving the country as it did 
ironi complications with other nations and 
yet maintaining a dignity aud reserve espe- 
cially difficult in a time of civil war. In the 
j 


famous Trent aft'air, when Mason and Slide!!; 
were taken from »n English 7nnil steamer, ' 
he failed, to exhibit tho sternness he had 
in the McLeod matter, but ju either ease 
prudence was a virtue, aud the seizure of, 
the rebel Commissioners had not tho legal 
attributes of the arrest and trial of McLeod. 
Iu the Alabama controversy also he showed 
J^reat evenness of temper aud his set- 
tlement of 
tlie case would 
in

as 


the recent 
award 
by tho tribunal 
at 


Geneva. 
Mr. Seward's fitness for the 


place he filled <jo ably and witli such general 
acceptability was 'llnstrated by his accept- 
ing it at all. In thu Convention at Chicago 
in 1860. where Mr. Lincoln was nominated 
for tlie Presidency, a large and enthusiastic 
part of the Henubliean parly supported Mr. 
vSeward, aud he received 173 votes on the 
tirst ballot to 103 for Mr. Lincoln. But af- 
ter Mr. Lincoln was nominated be cordially 
gave his adhesion to the candidate of the 
party, and during the canvass made an ex- 
tenslve tour of the Western Stales in Mr. 
Lincoln's behalf. 
There never were any 
personal differences between these men ami 
they continued fa>t friends till the Presi- 
dent was assassinated in 1866, at the same 
time that Mr. Seward was severely wound- 
. d bv a cowardly blow %vhili eontmcd to a 
sick bed. He had a short time before been 
thrown from his carriage, and he waa still 
uuft'ering froai tbe fall when the attempt at 
u.oias.sination ^uis made. • 


THE ATTEMPT AT ASSAfSrN.mOS. 


At the time that Pavce entered the Secre- 


tary's chamber after the scuffle in the hall- 
way witb bis son, Mr. Frederick Seward, he 
was lying upon bis side, close to the edge of 
his bed, with his head resting in a frame, 
which had been tnadV to give him ease and 
to protect his broken jaw tt-om pressure. He 
was tryii,g fa kee.n' awake. l|iwiiig been 
seized upon by a sick man'* fu.u<*v—it 


gatory- The project to purchase the island 
of Bt.Thomas, and the subsequently con- 
summated negotiations with the Danish 
government, all came te nothing, though 
Mr. Seward had gone to the West Indies to 
investigate the mutter. 
His St. Domingo 


scheme waa as bad a failure as Grant's 
efforts in the same direction. The treaty 
which bo directed Beverdy Johnson to 
make with Lord Clare.ndou also failed, 
principally ou account of Mr. Sunnier'* op- 
posit ion, am! the enunciation, of consequen- 
tial damages. On this subject be always 
evinced a good dctil of feeling, and bitterly 
denounced aud ridiculed what he considered 
diplomatic trifling. 
The Alaska purchase 


was the only measure of importance which 
he carried through under Johnson's auspices, 
aud this, so far, has not proved an acquisi- 
tion of any great consequence. 


MB. SKWAKD AS A TRAVELER. 


Though a lover of borne aud studious in 


his habits Mr. Seward had been quite an ex- 
tensive traveller, 
lie performed frequent 


Summer touis in the Southern and Western 
States, made a pleasure voyage a few years 
;;go to tlie coast of Labrador, and ia 1860 he 
made a tour to Europe, to Egypt and the 
llolv Ln?id, returning by the way of Eng- 
land. His ttrst journey to Europe was made 
in 1K33, »nd his experiences at that time 
were detailed in a series of letters to an Al- 
bany newspaper. After his retirement from 
public office he visited Mexico, stopping at 
Havana on his return home. It was his in- 
tention at that time to make a tour round 
the world, bin hia design was frustrated ami 
was not undertaken till thf Autumn of 1871. 
Only the day before he was seizctl with the . 
illness which ended his lite he was engasred 
giving the finishing touches to the narrative j
